lations. The farm-house is asmall, uncoiith, 
disjointed, irregular brick cottage, with a 
thatched roof, and a vegetable garden grow- 
ng rank ahout it, even to the very door. The 
tack-yard—for you will seldom see a bam— - 
ies contiguous to the dwelling, there being 
only separation enough to guard against the 
accidents of fire. From the road to the front 
door—which is generally the only door out- 
side—there runs a very narrow' path, as if the 
x>or farmer could not spare a .needless inch 
of lanft for comfort, or for beauty: and the 
same narrowness of lanes and walks arc 
seen in. all directions. The gardea shows not 
a foot of ,ground devoted to mere ornnncnt. 
The stacks of the stackyard stand as close 
together as they can. and admit the passage 
of cattle and the family betweea thtin.
